GENERAL JODL ASKED

á han following is the full story of the surrender scene at 
Rheims, as told by Marshall Yarrow, Reuter’s special

RHEIMS. Monday.

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exact truth. When the Russians 
drove the Germans out of 
Eastern Poland, they set up a Pro- 
visional Government at Lublin, 
consisting exclusively of 
individuals who were sympathetic 
with Soviet ideology. At this 
time, a Polish administration was 
functioning in London, enjoying 
the fullest support from the 
British and American. Govern- 
ments. At an early stage, it 
became clear that the Russians 
intended to annex all that part of 
Poland to the east of the so-calléd 
Curzon. Line. To do them justice, 
they never made any secret of the 
fact; and the British and 
Americans, being realists, 
acquiesced in their plans, agreeing 
that Poland: should be com- 
.pensated for her loss of territory 
by equivalent gains in the north 
and west at Germany's expense. 
During the Yalta Conference, the 
problem of Poland’s future 
occupied a prominent place on 
the agenda. Inevitably, a com- 
promise was arranged. The late 
President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Winston Churchill saw that it 
was hard to kick against the 
pricks, and, for the sake of Allied 
unity, more or less accepted the 
Russian point of view, making 
the proviso, however, that the 
Lublin Committee must have its 
basis broadened in order to in- 
clude representatives of the 
London Poles, as well as certain 
other elements in Poland - itself, 
before it could be recognised by 
Lotidon and Washington, and be 


i. invited to send delegates to San 


Francisco. Marshal Stalin was-a 
party to this understanding. 
Some time afterwards, a group of 
sixteen representative Poles was 
invited . by Colonel - General 
acting on behalf of 
Marshal Zhukov, to discuss the 
matter with the Russians at 
Pruszkov. When the question of 
a safe conduct was mooted, the 
Russians expressed indignant sur- 
prise. The party that left for the 
appointed’ rendezvous included 
several leaders of Poland’s under- 
ground organisation, three men 
whom the British Government 
had suggested, and six. whose 
hames were recommended. Sy Mr. 
'Mikolajezyk. These representa- 
tives went to the Russian head- 
quarters in March.” Since then 
nothing had been heard ó 
them until a few days ago, 
when Mr. Molotov, Russia’s 
delegate to San Francisco, 
announced that they had been 
arrested by the Soviet authorities. 
Apparently, the Committee 
appointed at Yalta to deal with 
the Polish: problem, consisting of 
Mr. Molotov and the British 
and American Ambassadors in 
Moscow, never had any official 
cognisance of their arrival or of 
their subsequent fate. 

When Mr. Molotov arrived in 
Washington he was questioned 
closely by Mr. Anthony Eden, 
the British Foreign Secretary, and 
Mr. Stettinius, President Truman's 
Secretary of State; but it seems 
that he affected complete ignor- 
ance of the whole business. He 
was pressed again for information 
at San Francisco; again no 
answer was forthcoming. Then, 
out of the blue, as it were, Mr. 
Molotov announced that the 
sixteen representative Poles had 
been arrested. According to his 
statement, these men had been 
guilty of “ diversionary activities ” 
against the Red Army. They had 
organised, or tried to organise, 
some form of sabotage in the rear 
of the Soviet troops, thereby 
causing the deaths of a number 
of Russian officers and men. In 
an official statement, the Soviet 
News Agency has singled out for 
particular opprobrium the name 
of General Okulicki, Commander- 
in-Chief of Poland’s Home Army, 
whom it accuses of “ special 
odiousness.” Apparently the whole

Shrines of Peace 


Visitors to the Royal Academy 
exhibition, which has just opened 
in London, have been able to see, 
among the paintings on view, two 
drawings by Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott for the new Coventry 
Cathedral. Coventry was one of 
the worst damaged cities in Great 
Britain in the air war; its name, 
indeed, was a symbol of total 
devastation, until new records of 
devastation were set by the past 
few months. Of the cathedral, 
only the spire and part of the 
apse were left standing. The 
existence of even these remains, 
however, presented the architect 
with a problem of unusual 
difficulty. His new building had 
to be so designed as to accord 
with the elaborate style of the old 
structure; as Sir Giles said: “It 
was essential that there should be 
a certain amount of unity, so that 
the whole should form one 
group.” What success he has had 
cannot be judged exactly from a 
picture, but the new building 
appears to be of fine and impres- 
sive design. Sir Giles is of the 
opinion that, with men and 
materials available, it could be 
erected in four or five years. 
These, then, are Coventry’s plans; 
but what of the hundreds of other 
great buildings that have been 
blasted by bomb and shell? No 
doubt, in the reconstruction of 
Europe, human affairs will come 
first. People must be fed, houses 
must be built for them to live in; 
but, in time, one hopes that it 
will be possible to give attention 
to the resuscitation of. beauty as 
well as of life . Even while the 
details are lacking, we know that 
Caen Cathedral is a mass of 
rubble, that the great cathedral of 
Cologne is damaged, that the 
historic -monastery of Monte 
Cassino’ and the Zwinger of 
Dresden are ruined beyond hope 
of repair. Probably any attempt 
to re-create these buildings would 
be fruitless; probably future 
generations will know of them 
only by photographs. Yet new 
buildings can be erected upon the 
ruins of the old. One may be 
permitted to hope that the plans 
of Coventry will be symbolical of 
our~ whole -post-war “world—not 
an old world re-made, but a fine, 
new world, blended with what is 
left of the dignity of the old.
